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THINKS ENTENTE IN 


AMERICAS POSSIBLE 


Venezuelan Statesman Re- 


fers to Monroe Doctrine in 
League Talk 


Geneva—M>)—Declaring that a real 


entente among the peoples oT the 
north and south American continents 
can be developed, Cesar Znmeta, 
Venezuelan statesman and'represen- 
tative on the council of the League 
of Nations, today made an "Import- 
ant declaration regarding the Mon- 
roe Doctrine. He spoke at a confer- 
ence of the signatory nations of the 
world court of international justice, 
and the chairman of the conference, 
Professor W. J. M. Van Eysinga of 
Holland -announced that in view of 
the importance of the declaration It 
should be reproduced In fuU In the 
minutes. 


"In recording the vote of'my gov- 


ernment for the protocol of, adhesion 
of the United States to the perman- 
ent court of international justicet/ ac- 
cording to the unanimous wishes of 
tho signatory nations said Zumeta, 
"I have done so the more willingly 
because of my personal interpreta- 
tion. If the 
reservations of 
the 


United States were to be applied In 
connection with a dispute between 
American states these latter would 
always find juridical means of agree- 
ment to conformity with ^aw and a 
competent jurisdiction. 


"My optimism is not blind. Preoc- 


cupations which the monroe doctrine 
inspire are daily losing \in our con- 
tinent the acutcness which 
they 


seem to retain on the other side of 
the Atlantic. This doctrine has been, 
is and will be at 
each stage of 


its development no more than a 
variable whose expression Is- the re- 
sult of play of two orders of forces— 
that of a powerful unity, the United 
States, in the presence of that of the 
plurality formed by other "American 
Republics. 


"This variable now plays the part 


of a new force, that of the spirit of 
inter-American conscience whose in- 
fluence has been beneficial. It is in 
tho high domains of his'conscience 
that a real continental entente, be- 
tween all our peoples can be devel- 
oped. 


"It Is in this Inter-American spirit 


of loyal cooperation In the work of 
justice and 4>eace in which the world 
is engaged that we salute this pro- 
tocol which creates new bonds of 
world solidarity under the auspices 
of the League of Nations."

REVEALS SOME DETAILS 


Revealing some of the details of 


his scheme, Waggoner said his only 
motive in the manipulation was to 
protect the depositors of tho bank 
of Telluride. After depositing a $500. 
000 certified check in the Chase Na 
t'.orml Bank of New York, he drew a 
certified check for $270,000 on the 
bank with which he paid off four 
notes at the Central Hanover Bank 
of New York. One was for $100,000 
an obligation of the Bank of Tellu- 
ride. Two other notes, similar obli- 
gations, were $50,000 each and the 
fourth was a personal obligation of 
$15.000. 


"All of these were paid," he said, 


"and I directed the Central Hanover 
bank to send the collateral which ha<3 
'secured the loans to the Bank of 
Telluride. I am told that was done 
and I feel certain the Bank of Tellu 
ride has been relieved of obligations 
totaling $200,000." 


Continuing his tabulation of the 


5500,000 the bank president said af- 
ter the sum had been partly utillzec 
to pay off the .four -obligations there 
were $55,000 on deposit at the Chase 


Waggoner concluded. "That inade.a 
total of $495,000 drawn and" there was 
left In the Chase National bank a 
balance of $5,000 oUt of the hair mil 
lion."

Defense Attorney Protests 


Prosecution Is Not Acting 
in Good Faith 


Los Angeles—UP)—Four persons, 


two of them described as able to give 
surprise' testimony, today remained 
on the list of prosecution witnesses 
in the trial of Mrs. Alexander Par- 
tages, on charges of second degree 
murder growing out of th« dc-ath of 
Juro Rokumoto after an accident in- 
volving Mrs. Pantages' car. 


The prosecution indicated it would 


complete its case before tomorrow. 
Defense 
attorneys 
Indicated they 


might be able to present their side 
of the case in four days. 


A verbal clash among the attorneys 


which required intervention of Su- 
perior Judge Carlos Hardy, enliven- 
ed the proceedings yesterday. 


Attorney W. I. Gilbert, for the de- 


ense, protested that the prosecution 
was not acting In good faith In plac- 
ng police officers and other persons 
on the stand to testify that Mrs. 
Pantages was Intoxicated at the 
ime her limousine crashed Into a 
small' car driven by Rokumoto. Gil- 
bert jumped to his feet after four 
policemen and two eye-witnesses had 
estified as to Mrs. Pantages' condl- 
ion and shouted: "If the state is 
acting In good faith why don't they 


ring in physicians and surgeons 


who treated her to testify concern- 
UK her condition?" 


"When Gilbert's remarks were term- 


ed as an "insinuation" by prosecu- 
ion counsel the silver haired attor- 
ney declared "it Is not an inslnua- 
ion. I make the bold statement—I 
io not believe you intend to bring 
n any physician or surgeon who can 
estlfy she was drunk." 
Prosecution attorneys then indicat- 


ed they later would call expert wit- 
leases to testify as to Mrs. Pan- 
tages' condition.

tlon also contained the notice of re- 
placement of two other ministers 
those of public Instruction and o 
national economy. 


Tho undersecretary for the Inter- 


ior ministry, 
which portfolio 
the 


Duce retained, also was changed li 
the move, which comprised probablj 
the most sweeping reorganization o 
the Fascist government since Its In 
ccptlon.

PROHIBITION PARTY 


On Sept. 12, 1869. the .National Frohibltlo^ 


party was organized at a convention in Chicago. 


•the new party was the result of the failure 


of advocates of temperance to force a prohibition 
plank upon'either of the great national parties. 


In the state elections of the next three years 


candidates were nominated by the party, buf-re-. 
ceived relatively few votes. 


The national convention met in Columbus, O, 


Feb. 22. 1872, and nominated James Blade of 
Pennsylvania and John Russell of Michigan-, as/ 
the prohibition candidates for president and vice 
president respectively. 


THe convention adopted a platform which, be- 


sides advocating prohibition, declared for woman 
suffrage, a direct popular vote for president and 
vice president; a sound currency, the encourage- 
ment of Immigration and a reduction of trans* 
protation rates. 
In the ensuing election, the party's candidates 


received only 5,607 votes. 
The organ of the Prohibition party, the Voice, 


was established Sept. 25, 1884, and published In 
Chicago.

AIRPLANE IMPROVEMENTS 
Lieut. Mamer, who flew jn the Sun 


God in its remarkable transcontinental 
flight, says "the producers'of aircraft 
have neared the point of airplane per- 
fection in motors as well as planes." It 
does seem so, in view of the many re- 
cent triumphs. Planes and dirigibles 
both have proved their stability and 
endurance. Often now it is the man, 
not the machine, that wears out. 
"" Yet there are still obvious opportu> 
nities for improvement, known to any 
observer. There is too much danger 
and difficulty still in taking off and 
landing. If airplanes arc ever to come 
into geneial use for individuals, they 
must be capable of "landing on a 
dime." They must take up little room. 
They must rise straight up or drop 
straight down, or poise like a humming 
bird. This evidently means the addition 
or substitution of the helicopter prin- 
ciple, instead of sole dependence on 
rigid* wings. Some progress has been 
made in this direction, but the problem 
is still far from solution.

Mtaneapoli* —UP)— A new way of 


making gasoline and oil by elec- 
tricity was exhibited to the Ameri- 
can Chemical society today. 


The discovery is the work of two 


University of Minnesota 
chemists, 


Prof. S. C. Llnd and Dr. George 
Qlockler. Simply by switching 
an 


electrical current through-"wlld gas" 
that escapes from oil wells they con- 
vert it Into gasoline or oil. The 
new process gets away from the use 
of fire or heat, heretofore an almost 
universal need of 
manufacturing. 


The electrified gas has the same 
temperature as that of the room in 
which it Is worked. 


Gas Is kept 
flowing 
slowly, 


through an apparatus which in prin- 
ciple is not unlike a kitchen cooker. 
It is a glass container, wrapped 
with black electrical tape and carry- 
ing an inner tube that conducts 
electricity. 
A current ot 
small 


power, but with a speed of 1,800 
volts Is turned on, and oil or gaso- 
line gathers at the bottom, in pro- 
portions of about one quart 
from 


eighty gallons of gas. The process 
has been used successfully on five 
kinds of gas from petroleum wells. 
The professor said there is a possi- 
bility that some oils may be made 
more cheaply* than by present meth- 


ods, but that be doe* not Me a pros- 
pect of using electricity to 
make 


cheaper gasoline. The National Pe- 
troleum association sponsors the 
research. 


A riddle that has been bothering 


chemists In many branches,of manu- 
facture was solved by Prof. Llnd in 
another report. He has road* phos- 
gene, one of the poison gases of the 
world war, merely by turning light 
upon carbon monoxide and chlorine. 
The light caused the two gases to 
combine into phosgene. He 
sub- 


stituted radium rays for the light 
and again obtained phosgene. 


Chemists have been In doubt as to 


how the change into phosgene took 
place. Dr. Lind showed that If was 
like setting up a row " of domlnos 
and knocking, down the first one, 
causing the whole row to tip over, 
one after the other. He demonstrat- 
ed that the molecules 
of chlorine 


acted like*1 the dominoes. When the 
light knocked over one,_the others 
all went down and because of their 
changed positions, the two gases 
combined to form phosgene. 


The point of importance to com- 


mercial chemists came when they 
learned that radium substituted for 
light produced the same result. It

Since March 1. there have been 20 


strikes in Georgia, Tennessee and1 
North Carolina. Some of them have 
been spontaneous strikes, with or- 


• ganixers arriving after they were 
underway. The resulting unrest and 
disorder have seriously hampered 
production at the peak of one of the 
best years the mills have enjoyed in 
a long time. They have met the ef- 
forts of the organizers, both of the 
national and united textile workers' 
union, the latter being the American 
Federation of Labor organization, 
with a resistance which gives little 
hope ot compromise. 


There is a disinterested element in 


the southern states which sees in 
congress the only hope of any basic 
Inquiry or hopeful solution. 


IDENTIFY ASSAILANTS 


While the victims of the mob iden- 


tified a number of their assailants, 
naming among them others, a mem- 
ber of the Gastonia police force, it 
is regarded as highly improbable that 
any action will be taken.
